WASHINGTON (AP) - Doctors report former President

Eisenhower is gaining strength and making 
satisfactory progress in his recovery from a seventh heart 
attack, although he is still confined to bed. 
There has been no new heart trouble, Walter Reed Army 
Hospital said Friday. 
However, it said there is no indication yet when the 
7 7 -year-old Eisenhower may be able to return to his 
Gettysburg, Pa., home. 
Eisenhower suffered his fifth, sixth and seventh heart 
attacks at the military hospital within little more than two 
months. 
But the doctors said there has been no recurrence of the 
irregularities 
in

that 
gravely 
threatened 
Eisenhower’s life for eight days after the last heart attack Aug. 
16 .

Of the 4 3 heart transplant patients in the world, 21 no* 
survive. Eight of the 12 recipients in Houston are living. 
Singleton, a tool maker, received the heart of Paul C. 
Mason,17 , of Long Beach, Calif., on Sept. 5. Mason was fatally 
injured three days before and was flown to Houston after his 
family was told he suffered irreparable brain damage. 
The transplant surgery was performed by a team led by Dr. 
Michael E. DeBakey. 


Diet Pill Sales Blocked 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) - A federal judge has directed a diet 
pill company to destroy all dosages containing both thyroid 
and digitalis ingredients. 
U.S. District Judge Sarah T. Hughes also ordered the 
Lanpar Co. of Dallas Friday to stop the sale of digitalis in 
interstate commerce, recall literature dealing with such 
medication and observe certain labeling rules in the use of 
thyroid. 
Food and Drug Administration agents have seized pills 
valued at $6 35,000 in the case. They are used in treating 
obesity. 
Asst. U.S. Atty. Ken Mighel said, “This will have an impact 
on all of the other cases and I think will probably result in a 
change for the entire diet pill industry.” 
He said federal agents have made 25 seizures involving six 
other companies on a similar basis but the government held off 
suit against others pending outcome of the Lanpar case.

“I also wish to express some 
of my views,” Miss Farha said, 
“ on the feelings of the Arab 
nation, of which Lebanon is a 
part. We at home feel that the 
Arab nations is one person, and 
wish to join in with the United 
Arab Republic, and hope that 
America will help us in this 
problem.” 
“It is not a question of 
opposing Israel and its people, 
but our people have lived here 
for 
ova* 
4 ,000 
years, 
and 
Jerusalem was a city that was 
always under the jurisdiction of 
the Arabs, because we depended 
on going there many times to 


worship. Today, however, we are 
forbidden with the fear of not 
returning. 
“As to the Arabs being a 
warring nation, they are mostly 
dependent on agriculture, and 
very few have ever owned a 
weapon.
